Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to amended claims 23-24 
have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) 
of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms 
the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 
This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject 
matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the time 
any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
. evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the 
obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and 
invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned 
at the time a later invention was made in order for the 
examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 103 (a) . 

2. Claims 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chauvel et al.(US 6,369,855) in view of 
Okada et al . (US 6181,870). 

Regarding claims 23-24, the examiner incorporates by 
reference the last action against the claims, which have been 
amended to further recite the limitation, 
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• the recording unit using a medium configured to adopt a 
data filing scheme having a directory which includes a data 
file of bit- stream information and another file of a real . 
time recording object. 

Chauvel in view of Fig. 1 A, perform real time 
recording of objects to the medium being provided and 
recording a real time A/V broadcast, thru the tuner, but, 
fails to disclose, wherein the medium is configured to 
adopt a data filing scheme having a directory which 
includes a data file of bit- stream information (management 
data) and another file of a real time recording object 
(program recording, each program is an object) . 

Okada teaches real time recording of a broadcast Fig. 
16, to a DVD RAM Fig. 17, recording objects Fig. 77 A, 
having a data filing scheme having a directory which 
includes a data file of bit- stream information (Fig. 77 A 
and Fig. 70 A) and for the real time recording object or 
program or programs recorded, as taught by Okada. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art at the time of the invention to modify Chauvel by 
incorporating recording to the medium, such as, DVD RAM, as the 
DVD RAM is deemed to be a viable obvious type of media, 
including, "a data filing scheme having a directory which 
includes a data file of bit-stream information", as taught by 
Okada, allowing for other, players, which may not be capable of 
recording to play the recorded objects using the media only 
being a DVD RAM using the directory data structures to reproduce 
an object recorded thereto, allowing for players other than the 
unit that performed the recording, as is obvious to those 
skilled in the art. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 25, 27, 29-31 are allowed.
